9 FLOYD LEADERS 
INVOLVED IN AUTO 
THEFT RING PROBE 


Well-Known Residents of 
County Indicted When 
Huge Plot Is Charged in 
Federal Court Here. 


An indictment charging conspiracy 
to violate the national motor vehicle 
theft law, returned by a United States 
grand jury Friday morning against 
nine well-known residents of Floyd 
county, including a justice of the 
peace, a well-to-do farmer and a pros- 
perous merchant, has exposed what 
federal officials here believe to be the 
biggest automobile theft ring ever to 
have operated in the southeast. 

In addition to the conspiracy in- 
dictment returned against the nine, 
the grand jury, after more than a 
week's examination of witnesses, 
rounded up in a six months’ investi- 
gation by department of justice 
agents, which extended from the port 
of Mobile to the Canadian border, 
also returned more than a score of 
separate indictments against members 
of the band named in the blanket bill. 

The principals indicted are: 

Arzoe M. Burns, prominent Floyd 
county farmer, living six miles from 
Rome, who, with ‘Tom Saimon, a 
well-to-do Armuchee merchant, are 
alleged to have been the leaders in 
the ring. 

Judge William Cicero Hammond, a 
justice of the peace, ex officio, and 
notary public—a well-known political 
figure in Floyd county. 

Buck Salmon, a brother of Tom, 
and Dick and Harry Max Salmon, 
sons of Tom Salmon. 

J. W. Poore, now serving a term 
in Leavenworth prison on auto theft 
charges filed in Oklahoma. 

Walter F. and Raymond Russell, 
brothers, employes of Burns. 

With the exception of Poore, all 
the men indicted are understood to 
be in Floyd county. Warrants for 
their arrest were being placed in the 
hands of the United States marshal 
for the northern district of Georgia, 
Louis H. Crawford, late Friday and

Opening of Ballot Box by 
Committee Illegal, Park- 
er’s Attorney Says After 
Ringgold Trip. 


Scoring as a “political monstrosity” 
the action of the Catoosa democratic 
committee in opening the county’s 
sealed ballot box to recount the votes 
in the state comptroller’s race, Wil- 
liam Schley Howard, attorney for 
Adjutant General Homer C. Parker, 
returned Friday night from Ringgold, 
where he had investigated the legality 
of the recount, 

“The Catoosa committee, acting en- 
tirely on its own volition, with no 
contest before it and in direct vio- 
lation of Section 137 of the state pri- 
mary law, went into the sealed box 
and counted the ballots, two days 
after W. B. Harrison had withdrawn 
his contest. 

“The committee must have known 
that it had absolutely no right to take 
any such action, which is based on 
what it termed a ‘request from the 
public’ that the ballots be recounted. 
With no contest papers filed before 
it, the committee had no legal authori- 
ty to touch the ballot box, much less 
count the votes at a session from 
which, incidentally, the public was 
barred. Action of the committee in 
arbitrarily throwing out ballots of 
certain voters recently removed to 
Georgia and uncertain as to this 
state’s method of marking ballots, re- 
sulted in Bullard’s losing eight or 
nine votes and Parker three, these, 
of course, materially affecting the 
result in the county. . 

Predicts “No Action.” 

“With the law quite clear-cut on 
the subject of ballot-box opening, I 
don’t see how Chairman. Madox or 
the state committee can take any of- 
ficial cognizance of the Catoosa 
county ‘farce.’” 

The tangled situation regarding the 
nomination for comptroller general 
remained in status quot Friday, pend- 
ing announcement from Chairman G. 
Ed Maddox, of the state executive 
committee, as to what disposition will 
be made or official action taken in 
the light of revised returns from Ca- 
toosa, of which Ringgold is the coun- 
ty seat. 

Neither Comptroller General W. B. 
Harrison nor his opponent in the 
race, Homer C. Parker, would com- 
ment Friday, both declaring they 
would await the decision of the state 
committee before having anything else 
to say. 

Nomination Muddle. 

For the past week, the nomination 
had been claimed by Parker on the 
basis of a tie in the county unit votes 
and a lead of about a thousand in the 
popular vote. The switch of Catonsa’s 
two unit votes from B. M. Bullard 
to Harrison automatically gives the 
nomination to the latter if the re- 
vised count is accepted by the state

DRYS WILL ENTER 
THIRD TICKET 


ALBANY, N. Y., Sept. 26.—() 
Dry leaders decided here tonight 
to put a third party into the state 
campaign this fall. There was no 
decision as + the gubernatorial 
nominee. 

The decision was announced in 
a statement which said the action 
of the republican convention in 
nominating an opponent of prohi- 
bition for governor and in adopting 
a plank asking the dry law’s re- 
peal, had “made it impossible for 
the dry forces to support the 
ticket.” It said the worst elements 
in the party were put in the as- 
cendency-by the state convention’s 
action.

ALBANY, N. Y., Sept. 26.—-The re- 

publican partr in New York state be- 
came officially an advocate of repeal 
of the prohibition laws today and 
nominated Charles H. Tuttle, recent 
United States attorney from New 
York, as its candidate for governor. 

Caleb Baumes, author of the crimi- 
nal code known as the Baumes law 
which provides drastic penalties for 
habitual offenders, was named the 
party’s candidate for lieutenant gover- 
nor. 

The nominations and 
tion against ‘prohibition we; 
the state convention here, which, in 
the two days of its life, worked some- 
thing of a metamorphosis in the party. 
In addition to changing the party 
from dry to wet the convention stir- 
red up more enthusiasm than any re- 
publican gathering in years. It took 
a leaf from the book of the democratic 
party and with trumpet and drum 
blew and beat up a clamor that was 
reminiscent of the scenes in which 
heretofore democrats have specialized. 

Not only did the republicans come 
out for repeal of the prohibition law 
but, realizing that the democrats quite 
possibly would do the same—leaving 
no issue—they turned militantly on 
the recent exposures of irregularities 
in New York city courts and official 
life. They laid the blame at the door 
of the democratic administration of 
state affairs and pronounced official 
misconduct the outstanding issue of 
the campaign. 

All this was done amid rumors that 
the drys, defeated in their efforts to 
maintain control of the party's prohi- 
bition policy, would bolt and put a 
ticket of their own in the field. 
when the test came—the nomination 
of ‘Tuttle—wets and drys alike forgot 
differences, rallied in a demonstration 
which included every county delega- 
tion without exception, and nominated 
the New York federal prosecutor on 
the first ballot. 

Tuttle, who was waiting near-by, 
came into the hall immediately amid 
wild cheering and addressed the con- 
vention. He appealed for harmony 
and was promised it. He attacked 
the administration of justice in New 
York city where recent disclosures 
have indicated the use of money in 
bringing about judicial appointments. 
He denounced the administration's 
failure to clear up the situation and 
alternately ridiculed and attacked 
leaders of Tammany Hall who have 
refused to waive immunity when called 
upon to testify at investigations of 
alleged official corruption. 

The plank demanding repeal of the 
prohibition law, which was drawn and 
approved by the resolutions commit- 
tee at an all night session and adopted 
by a vote of 733 to 258 when submit- 
ted to the convention, reviews the re- 
publican record on prohibition in -this 
state.. Then it adds:

LOS ANGELES, Sept. 26.—(/)— 
Alexander Pantages, elderly theatrical 
magnate, convicted of assaulting 
Eunice Pringle, 17-year-old dancer, 
and sentenced to one to 50 years in 
prison, today was granted a new trial 
by the state appellate court. 

Pantages, .at liberty on $100,000 
bond after his conviction last October, 
had appealed the superior court’s re- 
fusal. to grant him a new trial. 

The appellate court based its re 


versal on the commission of prejudicial 
misconduct by District Attorney 
Buron Fitts and his chief deputy, 
Robert P. Stewart, in their remarks 
to the jury attacking the opening 
argument of defense counsel, and 
three errors by the trial judge. They 
were the court’g refusal to permit the 
defense to examine certain witnesses 
concerning their purposes in testify- 
ing; its refusal to permit introduc- 
tion of evidence regarding the charac- 
ter of Miss Pringle, the complaining 
witness, and its failure to follow the 
jury’s recommendation as to sentence.

Long years ago some wise man 
wrote it that the piteher carried too 
often to the well sometimes became 
broken.

A cup or more of left-over meat can 
form the basis of an extremely good 
and attractive dish. A smooth, well- 
seasoned sauce enriches the diced or 
sliced meat and the mold itself may 
be well buttered and filled with plain 
mashed potato. If kept hot (either in 
the warming oyen or in hot water) 
for ten or fifteen minutes, the peta- 
to will turn over smoothly, if assisted 
gently with the spatula. The savory 
meat is poured in the center and a 
sprinkle of minced parsley or plenty 
of paprika shows up well on the 
creamy mold. A few sprigs of parsley, 
water cress or celery tips may sur- 
round the potato for added color. 
Nome sauteed green peppers or toma- 
toes instead of the bits of green make 
a still better dish, or buttered peas or 
green beans may be used agreeably to 
complete the course. 

For an _ exceptionally delightful 
curry of lamb try this combination. 
'If your family does not enjoy the 
flavor of curry. you may omit that 
and add some Worcester sauce. The 
result will be pleasing, but not at all 
the same sauce. Cook one cup of rice 
in milk in a double boiler until tender 
and milk is absorbed, This will take 
at least an hour and it is best to al- 
low fifteen minutes longer. Start with 
a pint of milk and add more as need- 
ed, from a half to one cup. The rice 
should be moist but not wet when 
done. Season well with salt and butter 
and pack carefully into the buttered 
mold. If a yellow tint is desired, add 
one or two beaten egg yolks. Place 
the mold in a pan of hot water, cover 
and keep warm for fifteen minutes or 
longer, if necessary.

HOOTCH-HITCHING TACTICS. 

The action of the New York re- 
publicans in adopting a plank about 
prohibition that calls for a consti- 
tutional amendment in place of the 
eighteenth and containing a federal 
guarantee against the return of the 
saloon, must be regarded as another 
clever dodge of the real issue’ of 
prohibition. 


The majority of the people of 
New York undoubtedly are opposed 
to the present prohibition laws. The 
New York city and other large 
urban communities are overwhelm- 
ingly so. The political condition in 
the state is badly mixed. The demo- 
crats, with their big lead in New 
York city, elect the governor and 
some other state officers, while the 
republicans command sufficient ma-

to control the legislature. 

The struggle this year, as usual, 
will be to capture both the execu- 
tive and legislative departments, 
with the edge now favoring the 
democrats under Governor Roose- 
velt. 

The strategy of the republicans is 
to bid strongly for New York city 
by naming a city candidate for gov- 
ernor standing upon their prohibi- 
tion compromise plan above noted. 
On the other hand, the democrats 
will propose Roosevelt and his 
straight-out stand for the absolute 
repeal of the prohibition amendment 
and the return of the liquor control 
subject to the states, where it prop- 
erly belongs.

THE STATUE OF DAVIS. | 


An account was printed in The 
Constitution of last Sunday of the 
placing of a statue of Jefferson 
Davis in the Statuary Hall of the 
national capitol.

*“In one of the heaviest *trading 
days of the year, stocks on the New 
York Exchange suffered a severe re- 
cession, It was a field day for the 


bears. In no recent session has so

The reason for the stock market 
declines of the last few days is vari- 
ously attributed to either the selling 
of wheat by the soviets on the vari- 
ous markets*® throughout the world, 
the further drop in copper prices fol- 
lowed by the cut in the dividends of 
Anaconda and other copper companies, 
the unsatisfactory state of affairs in 
Germany, or the continuing wide- 
spread business depression through- 
out the world. 

All these factors may have con- 
tributed to the market decline, in 
which many stocks yesterday moved 
down to new lows for the year; but 
a more vital reason is probably found 
in the flat pocketbooks of thousands 
of people and the reticence of others 
who have money to enter the mar- 
ket and buy stocks at any figure. 

The public are not buying stocks 
vet. So the bears have a real chance 
to operate. This one-sided type of 
trading probably more than any other 
factor, is the cause of the downward 
trend in stock market prices

_ Anatomy in the Grade Schools. 
The attendant indicated a recent 
mutilation of the bronze door in the 


base of the Myles Standish monument, 
which had been the object of vandal- 
ism on the part of numerous pervert- 
ed individuals, ‘“‘We had that fellow 
traced,” he said. “The officers ar- 
rested him in his home and brought 
him back. He paid a heavy fine.” 
It was some compensation for the 
offense the vermin had perpetrated 
against every visitor to the spot. 
The public sense of wrong is 
marked when it is a matter of the de- 
facement of a monument or shrine or 
some such comparatively insignificant 
thing; not when it is a matter of wil- 
full mutilation of the human body. 
But this odd difference is perhaps at- 
tributable to our quaint popnlar edu- 
cational policy. We strive to teach 
and inspire in elementary education 
a proper respect for such trifles as 
inonuments, statues or pictures. We 
do not teach the child to respect his 
own body. On the contrary—at least 
by indirection, evasion and worse— 
we actually teach him that his own 
body is rather a nasty thing to think 
or talk about in any circumstance, and 
presently he arrives at the conclu- 
sion that it is not only polite to ig- 
nore it but a bit vulgar to have any 
real knowledge of it unless you're a 
doctor or something. It is a perfectly 
natural result of this sad policy that 
the individual so educated should feel 
little abhorence for wanton mutilation 
of the human body. It is natural, too, 
that people with that kind of educa- 
tion should regard the hideous trade 
of tattooing, as this is carried on 
openly and without fear of the law, 
with complacence if not with respect. 
Even ordinary college graduates 
with no education to speak of can 
comprehend the need of a fair knowl- 
edge of anatomy and physiology by 
the painter, sculptor, actor, the singer, 
preacher, public speaker, as well us 
the doctor or the dentist. It requires 
more than a near college education, 
as such learning goes these days, to 
onde: one to see the value of a 
proper course in anatomy and physi- 
ology in the grade school curriculum.

he revealed that during the last 12 
months more than 900 major. surgical 
operations—those of the more serious 
naturé—have been performed success- 
fully in disabled veterans’ cases. 

General Duncan struck the theme 
of the services in his address when 
he paid a glowing tribute to the valor 
of the 82d Division. He reviewed its 
history, pointing out that it had 
sprung from every section of America, 
and had drawn into its ranks recruits 
from Europe, Asia-Minor and _ the 
Orient. Its attainment during the 
devastating Meuse-Argonne drive he 
pointed to as one of the outstanding 
examples of high courage and determi- 
nation of any war. 

“Such an achievement,” General 
Duncan said, “necessarily entailed a 
great sacrifice, and the 82d Division 
lost 9,000 men that the ideals for 
which the United States entered the 
war might be preserved.” 

“Wherever there is a little mound 
that marks the last resting place o 
all that is mortal of those who gave 
their lives,” he said, “there stands the 
reminder that those ideals still live.” 


Major Clark Speaks. 

Major O. W. Clark, assistant di- 
rector of the national veterans’ bu- 
reau, concluded the services with a 
speech in which he reiterated the as- 
surance of the bureau that the gov- 
ernment would spare no expense or 
effort in its determination to make 
available the best physicial treatment

On Hoover Case 
Hailed by Fellow 


WASHINGTON, Sept. 26.—(#/)— 
The public announcement that Presi- 


dent Hoover’s soh is under treatment 
for tuberculosis was commended to- 
day by health authorities who. believe 
it will result in wider play for sci- 
ences most effective weapon against 
the disease—early diagnosis. 

Surgeon General Cumming, of the 
public health service, said, although 
some progress has been made, the at- 
titude of laymen toward frank . deal- 
ing with the one-time taboo of tuber- 
culosis still seriously impairs the ef- 
fectiveness of . treatment. 

“The example of the president, his 
family and his physician will have a 
salutary effect,” Dr. Cumming add- 
ed. “It will encourage patients to 
seek plain advice early; it will leail 
doctors to make diagnoses as soon as 
possible, 

“And we need such an example. 
For, although the intelligent attitude 
is gaining, it is still true that only 
a brave doctér dares make such a 
pronouncement as came from the 
White House while there is yet time 
to do most good.”, 

As if remarking a familiar fact, 
Dr.. Cumming observed: “All early 
cases of tuberculosis get well now 
under proper care.” 

He saw in the optimism of the an- 
nouncement new evidence of the 
strides science has made in compar- 
atively few years.

Being a Recollection of This and That as Happened or Remembered 
by Members of the 82nd at Camp Gordon or Overseas.

They were télling a yarn about. a 
well-known Atlantan who was a major 
during the big scrap. From the way 
it ends, anybody who knows him 
ought not to have a hard-time doping 
it out, so far as his identity is con- 
cerned, 

This major was an _ all-the-way- 
through guy, they were saying. He 
got in right when they were organ- 
izing the 82d and he stayed through 
Amiens, St. Mihiel and the Argonne. 
He'd seen a pretty lot of fighting, 
_ it was beginning to get next to 
1im. 


Well—the narrator said—we had 
fought our last fight so far as the 
Argonne matter was coneerned. We 
had taken our last. hill, and every- 
body felt right glad. Then some cap- 
tain comes along and says the brass 
hat wants Major So-and-So. right 
now. But nobody could find him. 
Somebody remembered that he’d been 
saying he was mighty fed up with 
all the rough stuff and somebody else 
got scared that something might have 
happened to him. A runner was sent 
out to leok for the major. 

I was that runner. I looked all 
around in wrecked houses and dug- 
outs, and couldn’t see hair nor hide 
of the major. Then I heard a .45 
turn loose. The sound came from 
over the hill, where I’d seen the major 
hang out by himself once in a while. 
I remembered what he'd said about 
being fed up and I got right scared. 


Well, I walked over the top of the 
hill, and what do you reckon I saw? 
There sat the major on an ammuni- 
tion case, his .45 still smoking in his 
hand, and—pow!—he turned loose 
again. I saw for the first time that 
the major—tired of seeing all the 
killing—was sitting by himself on the 
bank of a small lake faking pot shots 
at some scared ducks. He had 
knocked one of ’em off, too. 


From way-off New York state Fri- 
day came a pathetic letter of a mem- 
ber of the division whose dreams of 
attending the reunion in Athkinta had 
been shattered by the visitation of 
death in his family. 

“I had often wished for this day 
to arrive,” wrote Michael Mandrac- 
chia, of North Pelham, N. Y., for- 
merly with the 326th field hospital, 
“so that I could satisfy my dreams 
once again and meet some of the peo- 
ple who had done so much for us 
while there serving our country.

When Mr. Neill rose to face the 
younger men who had served with 
his son in France, he scarcely could 
restrain his emotions. In a tremu- 
lous voice he expresed his gratifica- 
tion at meeting the buddies of his 
son, who was killed at Ponta-Mous- 
son. Many of the men attending the 
327th luncheon remembered Joe Neill 
and gathered around his father te take 
his hand. .

To Wed Millionaire 


LONDON, ‘Sept. 26.—(#)—Vera, 
Countess of Catheart, it was an- 
nounced today, will be married next 
week to, Sir Rowland Hodge, million- 
aire baronet. 

The Countess of Catheart, who visit- 
ed the United States in 1926 with her 
play, “Ashés of Love,” is the widow 
of the Earl of Cathcart, by whose 
death in 1927 she inherited a trust 
fund of which her income was $2,500 
a year. 

She was the former Vera Fraser, 
of Cape Town, South Africa, and be- 
came the fifth Earl of Cathcart’s 
bride in 1919. Two years later he 
advertised that he would not be re- 
sponsible for her debts and the next 
year obtained a divorce, the Earl of 
Craven being mentioned in the pa- 
pers.

t the same time, it was anhounced 
that C. Bascom Slemp, former secre-

In his answer, Director Steuart 
said the. enlarged Atlanta as created 
by the 1929 act “possessed none of 
the qualities or characteristics of. any 
other city in the United States.” 

Director Steuart said its officials 
were given no governing power in the 
act, nor were they given power to levy 
taxes, issue bonds or enact ordinances, 
while these powers remain uncurtailed 
with the various boroughs contained 
in the area. He said the Greater 
Atlanta area of 184 square miles ex- 
ceeds that of any other city in. the 
United States except Los Angeles, 
Chicago and New York. Director 
Steuart served notice * meg the larger 
figure would continue’to be published 
as a footnote in the list of cities in 
order of population.

quirement for the incorporation of a 
city.

quest the council to call a conference 
“as soon as possible in 1931.” But 
the cautious spirit, which insists that 
a conference—however desirable— 
should, not. be held until adequate 
preparations for its success are com- 
pleted, defeated Count Bernstorff. 

France and Great Britain joined 
in opposing the more definite phrase- 
ology adovated by Bernstorff. The 
German delegate was severe in ar- 
raigning the indefinite terminology, 
asserting that “‘as soon as possible’ 
means nothing” and that it is a term 
which has been vainly employed for 
four years. 

Before the committee voted it heard 
brief declarations from both the 
French and the Italian delegates. Each 
made reference to their controversy 
over naval ratios which constitutes a 
big obstacle to general disarmament. 
Both the Italian and the French dele- 
gates promised to continue their ef- 
forts to solve the troublesome Medi- 
terranean problem. 

The Italian statement, however, 
fully maintained the position taken 
by Mussolini’s government at the be- 
ginning of the London conference, in 
favor of “a level of military, naval 
and air armaments as low as possible, 
provided the same principle is applied 
to every one.” 

Thos Italy again affirmed her right 
to parity with France or any other

Further switching from Liberty 3 1-2s 
to other government issues, the re- 
sult of the contemplated calling of 
the 3 1-2s, was evident in the large 
turnover of that issue, and Liberty 
4th 4 1-4s, and Treasury 3 3-8s of 
1940 and 1943. Treasury ‘issues scor- 
ed the largest gains, the 4 1-4s and 
3 3-4s gaining 10-32nds.

lowest in years. Six months money, 
that .is, carrying over the year and 
until. the time that there should be 
some. signs of spring trade, is worth 
only 2 3-4 per cent. This is the low- 
est rate for long term money since 
November of 1915. Under anything 
like normal stock market and general 
trade conditions this is the time of 
year when money rates are working 
to the year's peak, usually reached in 
October.

While 
brokers’ loans have been cut in half 
since the stock market panic last au- 
tumn the same is = means true of 
loans made by mem banks‘direct to 
customers ou stock market collateral. 
After the stock market panic holders 
of stocks with losses switched from 
stock brokers to member banks in 
carrying such stocks, loans being ob- 
tained from the banks instead of from 
stock brokers. Only recently the mem- 
ber banks in their weekly statement 
reported loans on securities above com- 
mercial loans for the first time in 
history. That was because commer- 
cial loans were compared with last 
year while loans on securities were 
up. While this week's brokers’ loan 
statement showed no change compared 
with a week ago Wall Street would 
not be surprised if next Tuesday's 
weekly member bank statement shows 
a decline in loans on securities.

BERLIN, Sept. 26.—(#)—Chancel- 
lor Bruening carried forward vigor- 
ously today a program for Germany’s 
economic and political salvation with 
which the cabinet has been wrestling 
virtually continuously for two days. 

Undeterred by the revolutionary ut- 
terances of the fascist, Adolf Hitler, 
and its effect upon the country, 
neither President Von Hindenburg nor 
his chancellor could be prevailed upon 
today to break their silence regarding 
the potentialities of the Hitler pro- 


ram. 

In Wilhelmstrasse circles it was 
deemed their silence meant they felt 
it inopportune to make a statement 
which might be considered as an at- 
tempt to influence a pending decision 
of the attorney general on whether to 
indict the fascist generalissimo for 
treason. Others said any form of 
government utterance would give Hit- 
ler’s fiery oratory before the Leipsic 
court an importance it did not de- 
serve. 

If Chancellor Bruening strikes at 
Hitler at all the blow may fall to- 
morrow, when Dr. Bruening intends 
to step before the people ‘with a proc- 
lamation embodying the results of the 
cabinet’s persistent efforts of the last 
48 hours and asking the nation’s sup- 
port thereof. 

Should parliament ‘refuse to en- 
dorse the government program, per- 
sons close to Dr. Bruening declared 
the chancellor would find some way of 
putting his policies through without 
the assistance of the reichstag. Just 


what card the chancellor had up hte, 


sleeve he would not divulge, but let 
it be known he considered it his duty 
not to yield to the group of dis- 
gruntled ones swept into the reich- 
stag in Germany’s hour of economic 
depression. In other* words, Dr. 
Bruening seems determined to be a 
dictator in fact, if not in name, if 
necessary.
